NEWS NOTES. 

John E. Miles, the well-known Frank- 
fort miller, is dead aged 86. 

Acting Gov. Cox issued a pardon to 
G. B. Aldcrson, sent up for life for 
murder in Simpson county. 

Mrs. S. Thurston Ballard, of Louis- 
ville, was elected treasurer of the wo- 
men’s department of the National Civic 
Federation. 

By a vote of 264 to 60 the white citi- 
zens of Franklin authorized the issuance 
of bonds to the amount of (18,000 for a 
graded public school building. 

Gov. Swanson has iasued a proclama- 
tion requesting the people of Virginia 
to observe June 3, the centennial of 
Jefferson Davis’ birth, as a holiday. 

Coal operators of Kentucky, Virginia 
and Tennessee are holding a meeting 
in Knoxville with a view to organiz- 
ing the Southern Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation. 

Walter G. Berg, chief engineer of 
the Lehigh Valley railroad, died sud- 
denly in New York. Mr. Berg waa the 
author of several authoritative works 
on engineering. 

The State Board of Equalization has 
practically completed its work and will 
soon have its report ready for the Gov- 
ernor. The assessments of many coun- 
ties have been raised and few have 
been reduced. 

W. H. Leavitt, a son-in-law of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, was assaulted in 
Faria by an Italian model, who wanted 
more pay. After being cut on the 
head by a club Mr. Leavitt defended 
himself with a knife. 

A verdict for $35,000 was returned 
for the plaintiff in the Robert Hollowell 
night rider damage suit at Paducah. 
The jury waa out but 35 minutes. Ev- 
ery minute the jury deliberated cost 
the defendants $1,000. The jurv was 
from Jefferson and Bullitt counties. 

In sending troops to Bracken county 
without any request being made by 
the county authorities. Gov. Cox acted 
on numerous appeals from citizens of 
the county who said they were denied 
protection by the county authorities. 
They said many outrages had beet 
committed that had never found their 
way into the public prints. 

The Federal grand jury in Washing- 
ton returned an indictment, charging 
Representative J. Thomas Heflin, of 
Alabama, with assault with a danger- 
ous weapon.

The cornerstone of the proposed 
home for the International Union of 
American Republics was laid in Wash- 
ington with impressive ceremonies. 
Addresses were delivered by President 
Roosevelt, Secretary Root, Ambassa- 
dor Nubuco and Mr. Andrew Carnegie. 
Messages from the Presidents of near- 
ly all the Republics interested were 
read.

Billstwere introduced in both branches 
of the Louisiana Legislature to prohibit 
t-ading in cotton futures. 

Gov. Hughes, of New York, says em- 
phatically that he will not accept the 
republican nomination for vice presi- 
dent. 

Gov. Willson will be one of the speak- 
ers at the dedication of the Jefferson 
County Soldiers’ Monument at Madison, 
lnd., on the 29th. 

Louisiana Republicans in convention 
in New Orleans adopted resolutions in- 
structing their delegates to support 
Secretary Taft for the presidential 
nomination. 

The political managers for Vice Pres- 
ident Fairbanks deny the report em- 
anating from Washington that the “al- 
lies” are about to abandon the field to 
Secretary Taft. 

A determined effort will be made to 
nominate Representative Burton Har- 
rison, of New York, as the running 
mate of William J. Bryan, aaysa Wash- 
ington dispatch. 

The House passed the Mondell bill 
providing for homestead entries of 320 
acres, instead of 160 on the nonmineral, 
nonirrigable, unreserved and nonappro- 
priated public lands in several Western 
States. 

Under the provisions of a bill passed 
by the House the office of Captain of 
the Philippine scouts was created. This 
has the effect of providing for the ad- 
dition of 50 captains to the existing 
military establishment. 

Dr. J. A. Sloan, of Clinton county, 
has announced his candidacy for the 
republican nomination to represent the 
16th district in the Kentucky Senate. I 
Other candidates are C. R. Hicks, coun- 
ty attorney, and N. H. W. Aaron, a 
lawyer of Russell county. 

The Senate passed the agricultural 
appropriation bill, immediately after 
which Senator Foraker gave notice 
that he would move to take up hia bill 
reinstating the Negro soldiers discharg- 
ed on account of the Brownsville affair 
as soon as the post-office bill waa dis- 
posed of. 

In the Senate, Senator Foraker 
abandoned his effort to secure consider- 
ation at this session of his bill reinstat- 
ing the Negro troops who were dis- 
charged from service on account of the 
Brownsville riot, and moved to make 
the bill the special order for December 
16, next. 

The Senate Committee on Finance 
voted unanimously to report the bill al- 
ready passed by the House providing 
for the permanent restoration of the 
words “In God We Trust” to gold and 
silver coins of the United States. The 
motto was taken off the coins by order ; 
of the President.
